Besides the children living along 
Route I, children who live near 
the old Woodbourne railroad sta­ 
tion, further north on Woodbourne 
Road, also ride the buses, Paul 
reported.

Record Low 
Due Tonight 


March came into Lower Bucks 
County pretty much in lamb-like 
fashion today, but the lamb is 
finding it mighty cold. In fact, 
come tomorrow morning the mer­ 
cury might even hit a record low 
for the area. 
From today’s high of 41 
de­ 
grees, which came right after mid­ 
night, the temperature is expect­ 
ed to dip to between 10-15 degrees 
by tomorrow morning. And the 
weatherman feels 
the 
mercury 
may break the record low of 12 
degrees set on March 2, 1925. 
One bright note in the weather 
picture for the first day of March 
is the sunny skies. The outlook 
for today and tomorrow is fair 
and cold with the temperature 
both days in the 30s. The mer­ 
cury dropped to 26 degrees at 
9 a.m. today before beginning a 
slight upward trend. 
With March here and spring 
only 19 days off, Lower Bucks 
County residents can look back 
and forget all about the wet and 
dismal month of February. 
Meteorologist George Whitely 
of the U.S. Weather Bureau in 
Trenton summed up February as 
"wet and cold.” And it was dis 
mal too, he added, as we had 
about 40 per cent sunshine dur­ 
ing the month. The average is 
60 per cent. 
While stingy on sunshine the 
month of February was generous 
with precipitation. Whiteley notes 
the area had a total precipitation 
of 4.11 i n c h e s , well above the 
normal 2.59 inches for February.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - Presi­ 
dent Kennedy asked Congress to­ 
day to think of the “numberless 
generations” of the future and 
enact a far-reaching conservation 
program 
financed 
in 
part by 
those who use the nation's recre­ 
ation areas. 


Kennedy said his recommenda­ 
tions would help “to repay oar 
debt to the past and meet our 
obligations to the future.” 


To pay for the costs of the 
program, 
the 
President 
asked 
Congress to set up a $500 million 
land conservation fund. 


Kennedy 
devoted 
the 
major 
part of his message to outdoor 
recreation resourt-s. He noted 
that there were 341 million visi­ 
tors to federal land and water 
areas in 1960 and that the figure 
was expected to double by 1970 
and increase five-fold by the end 
of the century. 


Need Is Immediate 


“The need for an aggressive 
program of recreational develop­ 
ment is both real and immedi­ 
ate,” Kennedy said. 


The President proposed spend­ 
ing $500 million over the next 
eight years to acquire land for 
recreational p u r p o s e s . Money 
would come from the land con­ 
servation fund, which would gath­ 
er its revenue from: 


—A user fee to be charged 
visitors 
to 
federal 
recreation 
areas. 


—An annual charge placed on 
recreation boats. 


—Receipts from the sale of sur­ 
plus non-military lands. 
, 


—Diversion from the highway 
fund of refundable, but unclaimed, 
taxes paid on gasoline used in 
motor boats. 


To prevent “costly delay” in 
starting the acquisition program, 
Kennedy proposed that Congress 
authorize the federal government 
to borrow the $500 million from 
the Treasury. This would be re­ 
paid over the next eight years 
from the land conservation fund. 


Kennedy also called for a pro­ 
gram of matching grants to the 
states to develop plans for non­ 
federal outdoor recreational pro­ 
grams.
